You  will  note  that  we  have  dropped  the  names  of 
several  varieties  from  our  catalog-  Some  have  been 
replaced  with  better  varieties  and  some  we  are  with¬ 
holding  to  increase  our  stock.  This  is  especially  true 
in  regard  to  miniatures.  We  did  not  reserve  sufficient 
planting  stock  from  the  heavy  run  last  year. 

We  are  not  trying  to  either  grow  or  list  every 
variety  of  dahlia  in  existence.  We  are  merely  trying 
to  sell  roots  of  varieties  that  we  grow. 

We  will  not  tire  you  with  a  long  detailed  report  of 
our  winnings  this  past  season,  just  a  summary.  We 
showed  at  Inglewood,  Long  Beach  and  Los  Angeles, 
winning  approximately  thirty-five  firsts  and  eighteen 
seconds;  a  total  of  fifty-three  wins  out  of  seventy-two 
entries.  We  won  best  general  display  at  Inglewood 
and  Los  Angeles  and  second  at  Long  Beach,  with  the 
keenest  competition  we  have  had  for  several  years. 

We  are  taking  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  our  cus¬ 
tomers  and  friends  for  their  loyal  support  and  patron¬ 
age  through  the  past  trying  season.  We  have  better 
times  ahead  and  better  dahlias. 

We  are  diverging  from  our  usual  rule  and  will  sell 
rooted  cuttings  from  Marie  Dressier  this  year.

The  above  photograph  is  an  unnamed  seedling  grown  from  our 
new  type  decorative  ball  seed.  The  flower  on  the  left  is  a  side 
view,  the  center  bloom  is  a  rear  view  and  the  one  on  the  right  is  a 
front  view.  Note  the  long,  stiff  stem,  the  distance  to  the  first  set 
of  leaves  and  best  of  all  we  have  had  some  of  these  keep  eight 
days  after  cutting.  The  center  bloom  measures  six  and  one-half 
inches  in  diameter.  We  won  a  blue  ribbon  on  this  variety  at  one 
of  our  shows  this  year  as  the  best  individual  dahlia  in  the  show. 

The  photograph  on  the  opposite  page  shows  the  exhibit  of  the 
Vernon  Floral  Company  at  the  Dahlia  Society  of  Southern  Cali¬ 
fornia’s  Los  Angeles  show  last  September,  winning  first  prize 
for  best  general  display.

On  the  pedestal 
at  the  extreme  right,  a  bowl  of  Flaming  Meteor  and  a  new  pom¬ 
pon,  Maide.  Lower  row,  left  to  right :  the  basket  at  the  extreme 
left  is  Centinela  Queen,  second  prize  for  best  basket  of  decorative.
